RESIGNATION
OF STANGER
I$ AVOIDED

After the City Council, act:
ing as the Board of Directors
for the several Torrance mu-
nicipal water districts, voted
to adopt the salary and wage

Stanger gave notice of his in.

ployees of the district.
However, after the board ap-
proved the scale set up by the
State Personnel Board for the
water department, he said he
was satisfied and will continue
to operate the three districts,
The salary and wage classifica-
tions are set forth in an article
elsewhere in this edition, '

The councilmen, acting as
water board members, also
asked the City Attorney to ap:
pear before the Civil Service
Board and clarify the status. of
water district employeces, since
there ,is some question as to
whether or not they enjoy civil
service protection, since no con-
tract has been entered into be:
